Wrist our gossips are conjuring up 
imaginary horrors and shuddering at the 
supposed ‘ yellow peril’ of the future, it 


may be worth while to any a fow words| 


touching the liberal and democratic 
tendencies which pervade the whole of 
Chinese life. It will come rather as an 
astonishment to’ most people to be told 
that there is more freedom in China 
than in almost sny country except Great 
Britain. In order to make this clear, 
it is fivet necessary to enquire what is 
freedom ; and this is beat doné by ex- 
into what constitutes the 
absence of freedom. In the first place 
there ig absolute liberty of movement 
throughout the whole Chinese Empire, 
No man need apply for a pussport, either 
in order to visit neighbouring villages, 


anining 


districts, provinces, or in order to’ go 
abvoad. Every man has his domicile, it 
is true; but that is entirely n matter of 
family interest, unless the individyal 
concerned be connected with ofticialdom, 
or be ‘wanted’ for any legal purpose. 
There is veldom any necd for an honest 
man to conceal the place of bis origin, 
and in any case his dinleet sponks for 
Hira ; the nearer ho is to his home the 
more exactly he can be Jocated ; a fellow 
provincial eau identify the province : a 
fellow citizen the city: and o fellow 
villager the village, This fnet, ko far 
from being a danger, is rather a protec 
tion toany man of reupectability, for he 
way depend upon the aasistance and 
sympathy of hia compeors whereygr be 
may find binwelf.
